Following “ peaceful demonstrations " of mourning in the 
afternoon, the national! flags on the principal Jewish institutions 
were draped in hlack 

As soon as the news of the disaster was received, the delegates 
to the Women Workers’ Conference, which was in session in 
Tel-Aviv, walked in procession to the Tel-Aviv District Offices 
and were joined in the strects by large crowds A delegation 
from the Conference Was received by the Assistant District 
Commissioner. 

The entire Hebrew press appeared on the Friday of last week 
with its first accounts of the Struma tragedy prominently featured 
in black borders. The Hebrew daily Haaretz printed the 
Kaddish at the end of its editorial on the subject. The news 
was taken from an official Government statement quoting the 
British Embassy at Ankara 


it seems from this message that though the Yishuy learned 
of the tragedy on Wednesday, the news was held up for two 
days and was not released for general press use by the Palestine 

Censor until Friday. 

The papers published a list of S23 names of passengers 
drowned. 

Proclamations have been issucd in Palestine by the responsible 
Jewish organisations demanding a change in the Administration 
responsible for the disaster Calling attention to the fact that 
only a year after the tragedy of the Patra, Jews trying to reach 
the shores of their Homeland have again perished, the pro- 
clamations call on “ the workers and the vouth of the Yishuv’ 
to demonstrate their protest by means of a general strike, and 
by demanding a change in the Administration responsible tor 
this drsaster.

The Rush of Recruits 
WOMEN WORKERS’ CONFERENCE 


More than twelve hundred Jewish women have already 
enkisted in the Palestine Women’s Auxiliary Territorial Service, 
it was reported at the fitth Conference of Jewish Women 
Workers in Palestine, held in Tel-Aviv dast week, ‘cports the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the Political. Department of the 
Jewish Agency, addressing the Conference, said that restrictions 
against Jews should not ve allowed to weigh against the over- 
riding necessity for enlistment but should, on the contrary, be 
decisive in favour of it, because Jews could thus win then place 
in the world and proclaim then existence as a peopic. “ While 
it is true that there have been disputes among us ui regard to 
the enlistment of women,” he said, “* and while this ts the first 
time that there have been Jewish women soldiers, or Jewish 
women in military uniforms, it ts also true that the whole of our 
work in Palestine 1s pioneer work ' 

* At the beginning of this war” Mr. Shertok continued, “ we 
demanded the establishment of a Jewish fighting force, and we 
are still demanding this. We believed that the enlistment of 
the Jews of Palestine in the British Army would assist in the 
achievement of this end: but even if that ts not the Case, it will 
still be an important asset for us after the war. If we achieve 
our aim of a Jewish Force, fighting under its own flag, the 
enlistment. of Jewish women in the. Palestine A.T.S) will have 
contributed much to this end. We shall have to fight hard for 
the establishment of specifically Jewish womens units, just as 
we had to. fight hard for the establishment of Jewish mens units 
in the British Army, but it wilt assuredly come We fought

AXIS COMMENTS ON THE STRUMA 


The Nazi and Fascist radio stations and newspapers in Ger 
many, Italy, and Rumamia have given much attention to the 
Struma tragedy, naturally trying to utilise it. for their own 


propaganda purposes 

In the Germawm comments emphasis has been taid on the 
false hopes of the Jews that Britam would create a National 
Home for them in Palestine. The Italians have invited the 
Jewish political leaders and the Jewish anti-Axis agitators to 
think again whether they can rely any longer on their ally 
Britain. The Italian radio also declared that no Italian wished 
the Jewish refugees on board the Struma to suffer such a 
tragie death. 

The Bucharest press and radio said that Rumania was not 
responsible for the tragedy as it did not force those Jewish 
refugees to leave the country. The blame was therefore placed 
on the Jewish refugees themselves, “ who risked an adventurous 
journey in mined seas,”

“ JABOTINSKY ” 
A Prophet Vindicated 


Mr. S. Landman, member of the’ Emergency Committee of the 
New Zionist Organisation, addressed the Oxford University 
Jewish Society on Sunday, Feboruary 22, on “ Jabotinsky. a 
Niodern Jewish Prophet” 

After the end of the last war. said Mr. Landman, Jabotinsky was once of 
the first to shake off the intoxicating cflcct of thé Balfour Declaration on 
the Jewtsh people He carly ——~ : in the wonderful specchcs and 
gtcat popular demonstration the spectfe at the feast, and warned Jewry 
of the attempt that would be made to bury his Zionist dream of a Jewish 
State capable of holding millions of unwanted Jews fromm Central and 
Eastern Europe 

in 1923 he left the Zionist Exccutive and founded the Revisionist Party 
to oppose the official Zionist policy, which he considered as that of 
appeasement. All the consequences of such a policy forctold by him came, 
unfortunately, to pass. Political defeat followed political defeat for the 
Jewish Agency. culminating in the MacDonald White Paper of April, 1939. 

His criticism was severe, but @lways constructive This is clear from 
the fact that after arousing bitter hostility his policy was invariably adopted. 
Thus, for instance. three of the main planks in his programme which had 
been ‘violently opposed for years by the Zionist Organisation and the 
Jewish Agency. viz. Palestine as a Jewish State on both sides of the

Press correspondents.at the Riom “ War guilt” trial say thet 
the proceedings are proving an embarrassment to Vichy. The 
stirring indictments by M. Blum and M. Daladier of the French 
quislings has aroused a deep echo among patriotic Frenchmen, 
and decp resentment among the pro-Nazis. 

The newspaper L’Errort does not attempt to hide its obvious 
hope that Daladicr and Blum will be found not guilty, and it 
reminds Frenchmen that the two Ministers formerly enjoyed 
the enthusiastic support and trust of the majority of the French 
population. 


Complaining «hat “ certain newspapers, by stressing some 


Statements of the judges and of the accused, are endeavouring 
io create a favourable atmosphere tor Daladier and Blum, thus 
helping to procure their absolution,” L'Avenin admits that

MORE JEWS ARRESTED IN FRANCE 


The French authorities in Toulouse have organised raids on 
Jews and non-Jews suspected ol pro-Russian and De Gaullist 
activities. A number of Jews were arrested, including M. Jean 
Maurice Hemnann, an ex-ofticer of the French Army, who was 
severcly wounded in the fighting in 1940, and ex-editor of the 

The arrest of the French Jewish banker, M. Edouard Raphael 
Worms, a partner in the great French banking house of Worms, 
has been announced by the Berlin and Paris radios. The arrest 
is suid to have been made on the orders of Pucheux Vichy 
Minister of the Interior. According to the Paris wireless report, 
M. Worms was arrested in connection with the Vichy Jew-laws. 
Phe Berlin report, however. alleges that he is to be charged with 
speculation. Betore the Armistice, M. Worms controlled a laree 
part of the krench shoe-making industry, savs Berlin. He ts 
also reported to have owned the newspapers Le Petit Brew and 
Le Cri pe Paris, both of which are now suppressed ,

THE present year has often been forecast as decisive 
and fateful. That is probably a true prediction. For 
the enemies it will decide whether or not their superior 
preparedness will give them victory in time. For the 
free nations it will decide whether they can hold their 
foes sufficiently long to deny them this triumph and 
eventually to overthrow them. It means, theretore, tor 
British and Allied nations unavoidable periods of wait- 
ing. and “patience. And for that very reason, 1942 
will be a searching test of the steadiness and grit of the 
nation as a whole. That is the supreme call, the urgent 
warning, that has to be addressed to every seetion and 
community in this land? 

Ihe culpable folly of pre-war Governments, despite 
the protests of the present Prime Minister who was lett 
to undo its dire effects, exposed this country. relatively 
unarmed to the embattled might of the most powertul 
combination of military nations the world haus yet seen 
Ihe consequences of these former Governments’ “ mid- 
summer madness “—the phrase once used by Nevillé 
Chamberlain to describe the only attempt ever made to 
check the written in letters ol fire 
Norway. France, Crete. Hong-Kong. Singapore, and 
the Channel defiance by the German Warships. Thanks 
to past follies in which a misguided people edsily 
acquiesced, even while now enduring the “heavy and 
repeated blows * of which Mr. Churchill has warned us 
we have to marshal with all the speed at our command 
our latent strength, It is a test of the greatest ol all forms 
of courage--power to abide unflinchingly tll our day 
comes, to cultivate the “equable mind” while we put 
forth our uttermost efforts. to shun the depression of 
the dark hours as successive blows fall, to avoid being 
rattled, to resist hysterical outbursts of bad temper, and 
never to the tinal vO. il 

Phese are tasks not for chicken-hearted and decadent 
peoples, such as Berlin and Rome were encouraged by 
past poltroonery to believe us to be, but for nations 
such as the British showed themselves after Dunkirk, 
a people still worthy of its proud history. But even 
this people. being after all human, needs sometimes a 
tern reminder of the pittalls of this tricktest period, 
the waiting time. the time of boredom and * hope 
deferred.” Hearts may “ grow: sick,” and tempers 
fretted: minds may become overwrought and un- 
Balanced. Relatively small grievances feel like intoler- 
able wrongs, and in the general malatse many people are 
only too ready to pounce on anything to account for 
their inner feelings of strain and frustration. We are 
a sign of these things in the pop: iy re action 
to the Black Market wickedness which has been played 
up by a Press and Parliament starved of all but sombre 
or dull, unprofitable news, but which the Government 
spokesman has this 4veek set in its proper proportion 
as a danger, but one which has not seriously aflected 
the national larder. Our own Community, and in 
pal tycular its leaders, both appointed and sell- appointed, 
has shown a tendency to discreditable panickiness under 
the attentions of skilful anti-Semitic picadors, because 
of the presence of a number of Jews, a tiny ratio of the 
whole Community, among the racketeers and reprobates. 

In this battle of nerves. the subtle factors of 
depression and boredom are the natural breeding 
vyrounds of real dangers. They suspicion and 
generate enmities. Rumours take wing, and a morbid 
impulse arises to look for scapegoats, whether they be 
individuals or whole communities.  Insensate passions 
clamour for political heads to roll. Mischiet-makers are 
emboldened. Unhealthy and dangerous movements, 
twpically anti-Semitism, burst out where healthier 
conditions the germs would be destroyed by the host 
himself betore they could gain the upper hand. If such 
conditions develop LO any extent the Nazi ~ peace- 
makers” find scope for their tricky manceuvres, the 
national arm is weakened, and the day of deliverance 
postponed. The great Duke of Wellington knew how 
real and insidious these dangers of wailing could be, 
and to fend them off imported foxes into the British 
lines at Torres Vedras, so that British officers might go 
hunting to beguiles their tedium. Silly litthe men at 
home were outraged. but the “Iron Duke” stuck to 
his purpose! He knew! 

From all these potential perils, we may all pray, good 
Lord deliver us! But it is also the duty of the respon- 
sible men in every national group to be a steadying and 
rallying and uniting force among their people, dnd to 
match precept by example. Upon them the task is 
laid to stand firm like men and fortity morale. Whether 
their immediate comrades be Christian or Jew they 
have, to support their efforts, the unanswerable appeal 


to history, with its inspiring message of the compatfa- 
tively few gallantly resisting the apparently overwhelm- 
jng many, of tight corners successfully negotiated by 
the brave. of triumph wrested from-the jaws of defeat 
by men of stout and steady nerves. They have a com- 
pelling and fatetul issue to present—whether or not 
the political map is to be drastically and fatally redrawn, 
whether the Law is to go forth trom Zion or trom 
Berchtesgaden, whether men are to be bond or tree. 
They haVe to keep alive, and burning brightly, the 
flame of faith in an Omnipotent ruler and’ His divine 
scheme of things, and to nurture sober confidence in 
the outcome of a struggle the like of which has often 
before now shaken the “world but in which the forces 
of Justice have always, in the end, prevailed. 

To the ordinary citizen, Jew or Gentile, in this testing 
time of waiting, Must come across the ages the stirring 
admonition of the Hebrew Bible: “ Be strong and of 
a good courage: be not afraid, neither be thou dis- 
mavyed: tor the Lord thy God its with thee whitherso- 
ever thou goest.”

Ihe Germans are mortally anxious to tind scapegoats for 
their own war-guilt, and so. eminent Frenchmen, including 
iwo Jews, are to be saddled wath 1 bne Vichy men, too, 
have ther own share of responsibility to hide away and 
therr designs against the endangered Republic to conceal 
and implement. Mandel ts. reported to have exclaimed on 
the eve of the French debacle that /ie could save France 

if his name were not Mandel but Dupont. In other words, 
anti-Semitism stood in the way. As ever it shows itsell the 
real architect of disaster, and public enemy No. 1! 


THE STRUMA SCANDAL 


li is not to be wondered at that the blowing up of the 
ss. Struma and the drowning of its more than 750 Jews 
and Jewesses. (including a number of children) has sent the 
Jews of Palestine into mourning and evoked indignant 
protests throughout the civilised world. A crueller and 
more needless tragedy even the annals of this War of horrors 
can scarcely show. Here was a crowded shipload of human 
heings driven trom their Rumanian homeland, jammed into 
a cockleshell of a boat amid appalling conditions, and 
wandering the seas‘tor months tin quest of a haven--the 
haven into which a British White Paper has declared Jews 
could enter “as of right and not on suflerance.” That right 
Was denied, them, the only CONCESSION subsequently 
granted, after much negotiation, being the admission of 
children under sixteen: and even that belated act of mercy 
was Offered too late. The tragile reasons by which this awful 
wrong is sought to be justified have already been effectively 
answered, It has remained tor the Jerusalem Correspondent 
of Tue Times (who also, it is understood, writes for one or 
two other papers here) to enter the further justification that 
it would only Serve Hitler's policy if Palestine had to receive 
all of the monster's Jews who were forced out of his land. 
Quite apart trom the fact that mere difficulties of transport 
must inevitably keep their numbers relatively negligible, it is 
pertinent to recall that our ally Russia gave sanctuary to 
one and a half million Polish Jews Neeing before the Hitler 
hordes——and Russia was not bound to do so by a solemn 
pledge. 


ROT IN THE ADMINISTRATION 


Correspondent further urges that Hitler's policy 
would be also served because of the disquiet that would be 
aroused among the Arabs if the wandering immigrants 
were to be admitted. In other words, according to his view, 
“Long live appeasement!” But it is time that humanity and 
honour had at least as much sav in the settlement of this 
humane country’s affairs as the shabby futility called 
“appeasement.” Some of us may think that. sufficient 
wrongs have already been done in its discredited name. 
And as for the suggestion that the sinking of the Struma 
was a protest by Jewish sympathisers or a case of deliberate 
mass suicide by the vessel's despairing and distracted human 
cargo, this scarcely squares with the Jew's respect for human 
life. and especially his tenderness towards children. The 
whole affair is in fact only too obstously in line with much 
of the policy of the administration m= Palestine which 
constitutes a threat both to Britain's vood name and to her 
war effort.

Obituary 


MR. MARCUS SAMUEL, M.P. 


Mr. Marcus Samuel. M.P. for Putney sigce 1934, died in 
London on Tuesday at the age of 68.. 

Mr. Samuel was a son of the late Joseph Samuel, a brother 
of Colonel F. D. Samuel, DS.O., and a-cousin of Viscount 
Bearsted. He was educated at the school of the Rev. P. Bender, 
St. Leonards-on-Sea, at University College School, and abroad. 
In his business career he was associated with East India trading. 

He represented Putney as National Conservative, succeeding 
his uncle, the late Mr. Samucl Samuel, M-P., at a by-election 
caused by the latter's death Mr. Marcus Samuel was a strong 
critic of Socialism and a prolific writer in favour of Protection 
His publications included “ Socialism in Theory and Practice 
in Russia.’ “ According to Bellamy,” and “ Revolution = by 
Miscalculation,” against Sir Oswald Mosley’s Revolution 
by Reason.” 


MR. ISAAC MEYER GOODMAN 
South African Public Worker 


Mr. Isaac Meyer Goodman, who has died at Capetown, at the 
age of 70, was over 45 years a prominent tigure in communal 
and public life in South Africa. 

Liverpool was the birthplace of Mr. Goodman, who went to 
South Africa at the age of 21. He served in the Imperial Forces, 
in the Boer War and received the Queens South African Was 
Medal. He settled originally at- Springs, Transvaal, where 
for 13 years he was on the Municipal Council, and was elected 
Mayor in 1914. For nine years he was a member of the East 
Rand School Board 

In the Jewish Community, Mr. Goodman served as Founde: 


President of the Springs Congregation, President of the Zionist 
Society, Vice-President and Treasurer of the Witwatersrand Old 
Hebrew Congregation. Johannesburg, and Treasurer of the South 
African Jewish Board of Deputies. He tounded and cdited 
OnovucHi, a weekly review of Jewish. athairs, and was alo 


an authority on South African Jewish history 

His wife survives him. His son. Mr..B .M. Goodman. ts a 
member of the Bar in this country and is well known ip | 
Street as legal adviser to several newspapers 


MR. JOSEPH KODRIANSKY (Tel-Aviv), aged 80, was for 
many vears in Russia and Palestine {where he arrived in 1909) 
a leading Zionist worker. Member of the Tel-Aviv Committee 
and Vice-Chairman on its establishment. First to build a three- 
storey building in that city. -Founded Home for Aged in Yebna 
Street. 

MR. P. ROSENSTEIN (Palestine), aged 60, was leader of the 
Jewish State Party in Rumania, and reached Palestine some 
months ago. President of the J.N.F, and Keren “oo in 
Rumania. and delegate to many Zionist Congresses. resident 
of World Conference of Jewish State Party in Geneva in 1939. 
Central Committce of Jewish State Party, at a mecting, paid 
tributes and sent cables of condolence to relatives.

How Stefan Zweig, the famous Austrian writer, whose death

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Faith and Knowledge 


T HE name Shabbat Parah is given to the present Sabbath, 


and in the Synagogue a second Scroll .is used from 

which Numbers xix, is read. It contains the law of 
the Red Heifer whose ashes were used in the ceremony cf 
purification for any person who had become ritually 
unclean through contact with the dead. When in such a 
state of defilement the Israelite was precluded from enter- 
ing the precincts of the Temple, and would therefore be 
unable to perform the duty of making his pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem on the Passover. This additional chapter was 
accordingly read in the ancient Synagogues as a reminder 
o* the necessity of purification before the advent of the 
Festival. 

In connection with this ceremony Rabbinic literature 
relates Mhe following anecdote: A heathen remarked to 
Rabban Jochanan ben Zakkai, “ These rites that you per- 
form look like a kind of witchcraft. You take a heifer, 
burn it, pound it, and separate its ashes. If one is defiled 
by a dead body you sprinkle upon him two or three drops 
and say him, ‘Thou art clean! Rabban Jochanan 
asked him, “Has the.demon of madness (epilepsy) ever 
possessed you?” “No,” he replied. “ Have you ever seen 
a man possessed by this demon of madness?” “ Yes,” 
said he. “And what do you do in svch a case?” “We 
bring roots and make them smoke under him, then we 
sprinkle water upon the demon and it flees.” The Rabbi 
said to him, “ Let your ears hear what you utter with vour 
mouth! Precisely so is this spirit a spirit of uncleanness. 
Water of purification is gprinkled upon the unclean and the 
spirit flees.” When the*heathen had gone, the disciples 
said to their master, “ Rabbi, you have put off this man 
with a makeshift reply, but what explanation will vou give 
to us?” He answered, “ By your life! It is not the dead 
that defiles nor the water that: purifies. The Holv One. 
blessed be He. savs, ° I have laid down a statute. I have 
issued a decree: you are not allowed to transeress My 
gecree.

TOR should the significant fact be overlooked that, in the 
Christian Church, those denominations are strongest and 
arouse the most intense devotion which lay the. greatest 
stress upon. humble submission in. the matter of dogma 
and rite. A comparison between Catholicism and Modernism 
ches the point glaringly evident. the former ts sweeping 
into its fold considerable numbers of men-and women of 
more than average intellectual abilitv. Whatis the explana- 
tion of this phenomenon? Surely this—religion does not 
aim at feeding the hunger of the mind, but of mans spiritual 
nature. If a person does not experience this spiritual 
hunver, no religion will make an appeal to him The creeds 
mav be diluted and the rites icformed, but he will not be 
attracted He might be tempo anily captured by the 
neveltv of what is offered, but rarely will be held for long 


Knowledge is a prop to religion and prevents it trom 
degenerating into superstition, That truth was forcibly 
enunciated by Hillel in his aphorism, “ An tgnorant man 
cannot be pious.” It is equally true, however, that the 
learned man is not necessarily religious. The toundation 
of religion is faith. not reason or knowledge. © Judaism 
teaches that intellect is a divine endowment in man and his 
duty is to exercise it to the limit of his capacity: but it also 
recognises that however much the intellect ts exercised, a 
residuum remains which can only be filled: by faith. Faith 
should not contradict reason; reason often needs to be 
supplemented by faith. Let us search and inquire, by all 
means: yet in the last resort we may have to say with the 
sage of old, “ Thai is the enactment of Judaism, a feature 
of the Jewish life as it has been understood through the 
generations; we cannot give a satisfactory explanation of 
it. but it is our duty to obey.” We then have to trust that 
what the collective body of Jewry has preserved for many 
centuries cannot be worthless and without purpose, even 
if the worth and the purpose are not apparent to us. The 
ultimate verity of religion is to be found in the prophet’s 
declaration, * The righteous shall live by his faith.”

THE DRIFT BACK TO LONDON 


Religion Class Numbers Increasing 


“A JEWISH EDUCATION FOR EVERY 
JEWISH CHILD” 


Dr. Nathan Morris, Education Oihicer to the Joint Emer- 
gency Committee for Jewish Education, gave a survey of the 
present position at a mecung of the Committee, which was 
held last week at Woburn House, under the chawmanship of 
Dr. M. Epstein. 

They were now, he said, in the midst of one ot the recurrent 
periods of fluctuation, with numbers of children streaming 
back to London = [his drift back was naturally more marked 
among the unaccompanied children, althGugh us eflects were 
already increasingly telt also among the accompanied children 
who returned together with thei parents. In such -circum- 
stances it was a matter of no little satisfaction that the total 
number of their roll had not declined. It was, indeed, better 
in January than in the previous month, and it showed an 
increase of 3,000 over the corresponding period of last year. 

It was, however, necessary to bear in mind. he continued, 
that, compared with the last normal year before the war, 1938, 
their present roll was lower by about 3,000. This in itsell 
would not be such a grave problem, considering that the 
child-population has been steadily declining, among them, as 
among others, for many years past. At the. same time they 
must not allow themselves to forget that there had always 
been fairly large numbers of children whom, for one recson 
or. another, they failed to reach. Any addition to those 
numbers must be regarded as a matter tor serious concern. 

It woul! be their primary task in the coming months to take 
all possible steps to restore the position to the pre-war level, 
and then to try to regain at least some of the ground lost in 
former years. A Jewish education for every Jewish child 
must be ther aim. Two plans, one concerned particularly 
with London, the other affecting the whole community, were 
now under active consideration. If, as they hoped, they 
could be successfully put into action, they should afford them 
4 new approach to important groups among their school 
population hitherto hardly accessible to them 

Simultaneously with their efforts to increase numbers, they 

ad in recent weeks taken active steps to improve the standard 
of the teaching. A notable advance was to be recorded in the 
provision of educational litcrature for teachers as well as 
pupils. They hed in hand a number of manuals for teachers
